. tibe, but he exhibited an insight ‘{nto the inner 
meaning of Buddhism, such as had not been seen 
for-nges, When the three founders of religion 
met ta consult, they were unanimously of the 
opinion that this rare and astonishing. old man 

was the very one, not only to recommend each 
of the ‘three religions,’ but also to demonstrate

He has now 
quite recovered and what is more gratifying, the
